1. Operations Division

The Fire Department’s Operations Division responded to 211 incidents in October of 2005. Alarm types
are broken down as follows:

We unfortunately
lost two of our Firefighter/Paramedics (due to accepting positions with other fire agencies) during
October: Gary Yarno’s last day was October 14, and Aaron Salmon’s last day was October 28.
